arms, including several clusses of 
naval crafl, to the Third World. 

Both the Foreign Trade Act and 
the Armaments Control Act of 
April 1961 leave the government 
with quite a lot of scope for 
maneuver, The arms export regula- 
tions express the government's cur- 
rent interpretation of the two acts, 
and since the government ilself is 
not an arms dealer, they determine 
what deals may be concluded by the 
manufacturers concerning major 
items mentioned in the law.

Federation of German Industries, 
which played an active role in the 
campuign for the sale in 1981, are 
now exceptionally silent, The head 


of the federation’s international 
department told me that for several 
years now the issue has simply not 
crossed his desk. 

In the early Eighties the Saudis 
were granting the Federal Republic 
vast credits, reporied by some 
German newspapers to have 
reuched 1M 20-25 billion in 1981, to 
close an unprecedented current πο- 
count deficit.

THE DIFFICULT economic situa- 
lion certainly was one of the major 
urguments in favour of arms sales to 
Saudi Arabia in 1981, and today this 
situation is much improved, Yet, the 
economic argument in favour of in- 
creasing and developing arms ex- 
ports goes far beyond the im- 
mediate situation, 

One argument by the proponents 
of Germany's developing its arms 
exporting business in general 
(though not necessarily to Saudi 
Arabin) Is that Germany is out of 
the race In some of the more 
sophisticated modern Industries and 
in order not to be left out altogether 
must concentrate on what it 
produces best. 

Those who oppose arms sales on 
principle argue that it is highly un- 
desirable and unwise for Germany 
to become dependent on them for 
its economic well-being — both on 
moral grounds and on the basis of 
its past experience. : ’ 

Those in favour reply that while 
the moral argument and historical 
experience should not be totally 
overlooked, the Federal Republic 
should not sit back and watch its al- 
lies and foes alike, including East 
Germany, sell arms to: nearly any 
purohaser in sight, Israel's arms ¢x- 
porting practices are viewed with a 
great deal of cynicism..  * 

Some point out that if direct-arms 
sules are prohibited, German 


- manufacturers. will simply -sell 


know-how through intermediaries. 
This possibility is being investigated 
by Krauss Maffai, which is con- 
sidering cooperation with the 
- British- company Murray Clayton, 


owned by the United Trading Cor- - ὦ 
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poration of Luxembourg, which is 
controlled by the Arab Bank, for 
the construction of u tank manufac- 
turing pkint in Egypt. 

Manvfacturers could also expand 
exports of weapons components, or 
bypass German laws and regula- 
tions by means of joint projects with 
stales who do not have strict limita- 
tions on arms exports — us occur- 
red with the sale of the jointly 
produced French/German anti-tank 
missiles to Syria in 1977, So, the 
argument continues, since one can- 
nol effectively stop such practices, 
why not enable direct sales which 
are less difficult to supervise? There 
is also the rationale that when 
manufacturing, the quantity must 
be sufficient to make production 
economic. If this quantity is much 
greater than what is domestically 
needed, exports are a necessity. 

Those who argue on moral and 
ideological grounds — and there are 
many of these in the Federal 
Republic, especially in the SPD, the 
Green Party and the Peace Move- 
ment in general, but also within the 
CHU and FDP — are simply unwill- 
ing to accept the cynical “economic 
facts of life" approach. 

When the debate deals more 
specifically with Saudi Arabia, a 
whole set of specific arguments is 
added to the more general ones, 
Those in favour of at least some sale 
of equipment point out that the 
Saudis face a real indirect Soviet 
threat in the form of South Yemen 
and that one cannot discount an 
eventual military confrontation with 

,lran, Saudi Arabia must be in a 
position at least to defend its own 
oil installations. Thus Saudi Arabia 
is presented us serving Western in- 
(erests both against the Communist 
bloc und against Moslem fun- 
damentalism, 

Saudi Arabia has hever 
renounced ils state of war against 
Israel and talks of a jihad. Bul it is 
pointed out that the Saudis are no 
match for the IDF and that Saudi 
Arabia has very wisely stayed out of 
all the Arab-Israeli wars, 

Tho question is not whether Isracl 
can win a hypothetical war but 
whether Germany should arm any 
country unwilling to grant even de 
facto recognition to the Jewish 
site, towards whose securily 
Germany has a special moral 
obligation. 

And there can be no guarantee 
that even if the Saudis undertake 
nol to uso arms agninst Isracl, these 
weapons will not find their way to 
forces which could make such use 
of them, 

Furthermore, who can guarantee 
that the apparently stable Saudi 
regime will survive for many more 
years and that sophisticated arms 
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was really feeling down, 
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Moslem fundamentalist regime? 

On the whole, it would appear 
that the moralists and ideologists 
‘who in 1981/82 had the upper hand 
are outweighed today by the 
“economic. and strategic realists.” 
Nevertheless, the last word has not 

. yel been said, 

It, could-still turn out to be the 
Saudis themselves who wjll turn 
‘down the-German offer, which they 
might feel to be insufficient and un- 
satisfactory. Again, nobody: knows. 
whether Chancellor Kohl will stand 
by his own word that Leo tanks are: 
nol to be sold to Riyadh if sufficient. 
pressure is-exercised on him. ὃ 

Finally, even if the sale does not |- 
matertalize-in the foreseeable'future 
it will certainly pop up again later.

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THE OFFICIAL guide to Egypt 
given to visiting journulists at the 
government press cenlre contains 
the following gem: “Even crossing 
the road is not quite as dangerous as 
it appears to be, Start to cross with 
cure, be positive and the drivers will 
do their very best to avuid the 
pedestrian.” 

Pointing out the obvious gap 
helween this bit of hilarious advice 
und the hair-raising reality on 
Cairo's jum-packed streets should 
not be seen as a gibe at Egypt's 
hopeless iaffic conditions (that 
would he the height of Avizpa on the 
part of anyone coming from 
acvident-prone Israel). Rather it is 
intended to highlight the regional 
tendency to play with words that 
obviously have little or no connec- 
lion with reality. 

The politicians and diplomats of 
hoth sides, Israel and Egypt, are 
particularly given to this activity, 
having engaged in a propaganda 
war that accompanied the 30 years 
of hot war between their two 
countries and that continued to 
engage them even through five 
years of formal peace. 

Examples abound. The official 
Egyptian claim that Israel commit 
led itself unambiguously to “a com- 
prehensive solution” of the Palesti- 
nian problem at Camp David and in 
the subsequent peace treaty, is ἃ 
spurious one. 

The periouic Israeli reiteration of 
the invitation to Egypt (and to 
Jordan) to participate in the talks on 
uutonomy for the Palestinians, is 
similarly part of the propaganda 
war. The Likud government has — 
us it had under Menachem Begin — 
every intention of eventually annex- 
ing the territorles when international 
political realities permit. 
The idea of autonomy in the sense 
of granting meaningful powers of 
political self-government to the 
Palestinian population was never

BUT BEHIND. the words, and the

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The third argument was that 
Egypt's commitment to pence 
would simply not stand up to the 
emotional and political pressures 
that would be generated in the cuse 
of another war between Israel and 
another Arab state. The war in 
Lebanon, although not planned and 
executed us a test of the peace 
ugreement with Egypt, confounded 
that thesis. If anything, the 
Lebanese wur proved that there 
were sufficient countervailing 
forces to shore up Egypt's deter- 
mination to stick to her basic com- 
mitment to peace with Israel. 

Whiut is all the more impressive is 
that the peace agreement was sub- 
jected to these three ucid tests in 
such a short time. 

For Egypt, perhaps the most im- 

portant reality was that she could 
break allthe collective Arab taboos, 
make peace with Israel as a result of 
her perception of her own par- 
ticular interests, and, though 
provoking a spate of venomous an- 
tagonism from her sister Arab 
states, still survive to see the day 
when most of them seek lo mend 
their fences with her, rather than 
vice versa. This could serve as a 
reassuring lesson for other Arab 
leaders who some day may toy with 
the temptation of following in 
Sadat's footsteps. 
SOME OF THE most reassuring 
analyses [ heard in Cairo from both 
Israeli and American sources con- 
cerned Hosni Mubarak as a leader. 
There was a broad consensus 
among these observers: that 
Mubarak Is an extremely careful 
man, 

“Mubarak was an air force pilot. 
His primary concerns used lo be 
that the plane be in perfect condi- 
tion te fly and that he succeed in 
landing it in one piece,” 1 was told. 
He is not, these observers added, 
another Sadat, who could pull off 
coming to Jerusalem, or breaking 
dramatically with the Soviet Union .

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FIXATED ON the high mound for 
more than 40 years, Manolis 
Andronikes demonstrated to the 
world in 1977 that archeology is a 
science sometimes fuelled more 
potently hy fantasy than by fact. 

His fantasy had been that the 
mound in the middle of an ancient 
cemelery 70 kins, from Salonika 
mist contain a find as noble as its 
dimensions even though the site had 
no known connection to ancient 

' royalty and even though successive 
excavations failed to come up with 
much more than dirt. 

This month, in a Jecture marking 
the dedicition of Hellenic House on 
the Hebrew University’s Mount 
Scopus campus, amid gasps from an 
audience that included many of 

Israel’s leading archeologists, 
Professor Andronikos illustrated 
with colour slides ‘he reward of 
almost half a century of fantasy and 
persistence.

As he hisnself prepared to enter, he 
sent his son, Alexander, and his son- 
in-law, also named Alexander, 
thead and told his guards w wait 
behind, so that he could enter the 
theatre alone. As he did so, dressed 
in resplendent white, an assassin 
struck him down with a dagger. 

Andronikos uncovered remains 
of the city wall less than 100 metres 
from the theatre entrance. “We can 
understand now how the assassin 
thought he could escape — by Mee- 
ing to the gate in the city wall where 
(history tells us) horses were 
witiling.” He tripped, however, und 
wis killed. Philip's wife was 
murdered not long after. 

Philip is most commonly known 
as the father of Alexander and the 
man who hired history's best known 
tutor, Aristotle, τὸ educate his son. 
But he was in his uwn right a con- 
summale military and political 
leader, who unified Greece by 
force, guile and wisdom. He has 
been termed by some historians the 
founder of the structured modern 
state, 


AMONG TILE tsraeli archeologists 
in the audience at the Hebrew 
University lecture were ut least two 
who have been probing sites 
reputedly containing tombs of un- 
cient kings.

At recess 90 girls line up in a 
Metre wide hallway to use the one 
toilet available and then squeeze 
their way back down the hall to 
wash their hands in the two usable 
wash busins, 

There is no fire exil, and the prin- 
cipal, Rabbi Shimon Samuels, 
shares his “office” with the leaching 
aids, the nurse's cupboard and sup- 
plementary lessons. The room is cx- 
actly 2.8 by 2.6 metres. There Is a 
small fire extinguisher, 

When the school nurse visits she 
has no place to examine a child,

The 15th seat is occupied by David 
Ohayon, former chairman of the 
neighbourhood committee. 

Amar complains that his list was 
never given full legitimacy: 
“Despite our sweeping victory, we 
still have only two members on the 
steering committee of Project 
Renewal in Ir Ganim,” he said. (Of 
the 22-member committee, II are 
neighbourhood residents.) 

“Ohayon, who is chairman of that 
committee, can pass decisions over 
our heads — as he has done in the 
past,” said Amar. 

Ohayon is firing his own shots in 
the battle over power in Ir Ganim. 
He recently formed his own new 
movement — called Levav — to run 
in the neighbourhood committee 
elections,

NOW VISITING Israel is Margaret 
Dillon of Connecticut, Her special 
field is improvisatory dance and she 
is o member of the Sonomama 
Improvisation Dance Theatre at 
Wesleyan University, Middletown, 
It is a company of five dancers and 
three musicians. Dillon also 
teaches. 

In Jerusalem she has been con- 
ducting classes for the Jerusalem 
Dance Workshop. On March 17, at 
the Shaltiel Community Centre 
(headquarters of the workshop), she 
gave a demonstration of her 
methods. 

Basic to infprovisatory dance are 
“structures" given to the dancers as 
guidelines, but they do not lay 
down any patterns, These come 
from the concentration and impulse 
which the dancers have to 
cultivate to create their dances. 

“We don't impose movement. 
We try to uncover new ways of 
moving,” Dillon told the audience. 

A dancer took up a pose (self- 
chosen), with and without a “prop” 
(in one case a foam-rubber mat), 
and others joining her seemed to 
sense the path and communicated 
and moved in ways that made 
choreographic design, 

In Sonomama, said Dillon, the 
musicians also improvise, She then 
demonstrated how the Jerusalem 
Workshop dancers could make 
improvisatary music. 

“Improvisation gives a kind of 
freedom to recognize one's own 
creativity,” she explained. “Not just 
knowing a role but recognizing the 
impulse to move, You take great 
He with yourself, but it’s a lot of 
un."

ELI DOR-COHEN may be 
described as α multi-media artist, 
for he combines his professional 
skills as painter and modeller with 
movement in a sort of living sculp- 
ture. 

At the Train Theatre on March 
20, he gave a solo performance of 
his own devising and showed slides 
of the work he had done in London 
and in Israel with his dancer-wife 
Alice. 

Judging from what he did on the 
constricted stage, his vision in- 
dicated the slow, difficult rise of 
human life in evolutionary stages.

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AFTER BERGMAN'S Fanny and 
Alevaader a fortnight age and The 
Ballad of Naravama last week, Sear- 


fave is just the right thing to bring 


one back to earth with the reminder 
that not all films can be dealt with in 
superlatives. Ambitious and expen- 
sive as this production may be, it is 
{litwed in every way. 

Brian de Pala may well have in- 
tended to unroll the vast canvus of 
America tulay, or, more specifical- 
ly. America’s uaderworld. Fle cer- 
tiinly wanted to update a classic 
vingster movie, and snys as much 
at the end with a dedication to the 
memory of Paward Hawks and Ben 
Heelt, director and scriptwriter of 
the original 1932 version of Scar- 
face. There ire several allusions to 
the fickle American dream 
cherished by deprived immigrants 
who, once they find they can't 
realize if by being straight, feel no 
compunetion in cutting corners, 

Add wo this the aim of staying 
within the confines of the gangster 
movie gence, plus speculations 
ahout the relative crookedness of 
thase outside the law as against the 
establishment, which is no less 
crooked but smart enough to hide 
behind the law, and you will have to 
reach the conclusion that this is an 
ambitious: effort. 

De Palma opens with documen- 
tary footage showing the mussive in- 
vasion of Florida by Cuban 
refugees. The soundtrack informs 
us Unt these who escaped from 
Castro's prisons were not only 
political opponents of the regime, 
but many undesirable clements. 
These thieves, drug peddlers, 
prostitutes and pimps threw 
themselves hungrily upon the 
chance to operate freely once again. 

Gradually fiction tikes over and 
the camera focuses on ‘Tony Mon. 
Lind, a tough cookie who not only 
doesn't mind killing as at favour for a 
pul. he even enjoys it. Monta is 
determined toouse his ruthlessness 
lo yet ahead, particularly when he 
finds out that the thugs around him 
have pone sol, 

Montana's style pays aff soon 
chough, when he butehers a ean of 
Colombian drug smugglers who try 
to outsmart: him on on deal. - He 
becomes the henchman of un es- 
tablished Jewish hood by the name 
of Lopez, who hears all the marks of 
the successful gangster; flushy pad, 
stylish, hard-boiled moll, hefty 
bodyguards, waiters bowing and 
scraping und the champagne flow- 
ing. But even Lopez is too small and 
too cautious for Montana's laste. 

In ἢ few moments, thunks to the 
director, the former dish-washer 
Moves straight into a‘ multi-million 
dollar deal, distributing cocuine 
produced in Colombia ull over the + 
American market. And when he 
finds out that Lopez is too scared to 
{πο Κὶς such a massive quantity, he 
pushes Lopez uside and tnkes over. 


UP TO THIS POINT, de Palma is 
very efficient. Too efficient, one 
might say. Montana's progress is 80 
smooth, one is inclined to believe 
that all you need in order to gel 
ahead in the underworld is a mean 
streak and a total lack of scruples. 
Yet, and it has often been 
documented, this is certainly not 


. Enough, Tough guys may be good 


soldiers, but up there in the .ex- 
S¢ulive suites of the syndicate, there 
is;room only for those with brains as 


wellas brawn. .. :

The power and the gory

There is even a kind of mean 
humour surrounding Montanu’s rise 
to infamy. But once he's made it 
and his enemies have been turned 
into so many stiffs, things get bog- 
ged down, 

Montana inherits Lopez's moll; he 
even makes an honest woman out of 
her and marries her, His pad is more 
monumental than grotesque, and it 
takes several “porters™ to carry his 
daily take to the local bank, which 
duly whitewashes it in return for a 
hice percentage. 

Montana's made it, and the movie 
is really aver, in spite of the fact that 
he goes through the motions of be- 
ing a success, snarling at his under- 
lings and playing the big shot, while 
the director shows that Montana 
isn't a hungry kid any more, and 
that this will finally be his downfall, 

Even this downfall, when it 
comes, is less than shaking, 
prohably because nobody has taken 
any pains to make Montana 8 real 
human being. 

Bul of course no self-respecting 
movic would allow such a super- 
villain to sink quietly into oblivion, 
with no spectacular climax dwarfing 
everything that has gone before. 

And de Palma dutifully delivers, 
mindful that such a climax should 
not he triggered by due process of 
law, fur this would be too logical to 
be exciting, It should spring out of 
pure emotion. 

Stylish it isn't; clever it isn't by 
half. No self-respecting contract kil- 
ler would get involved In such a 
noisy display of Inefficiency, but 
this seems to be the only way de 
Palma can spill all that red stuff he 
ordered. And he uses gallons and 
gullons of it, piling corpses on Lop of 
witch other with nauseating relish, 


NOW, FOR THOSE clever unalysts 
of Ameriean cinema who would like 
to see this movie as anew approach 
to a respectable film genre, let me 
cluril’y several things. 

First, de Palma lacks the busic in- 
predient: which made the hest 


yuingster movies su very fumous; ~ 


pave. The old-timers, who were not 
self-cousciously producing muster- 
pieces but tried in workmanlike 
fashion to use .the medium in the 
most economical and effective way, 
could nim rings around de Palma 
any day. ; 

The} were economical, not 
because they wanted lo save money, 
but hecause they realized thal pace 
is essential to keep the audience 
ulert. They went straight to the 
point, conveying the essence of a 
scene in the least possible number 
of shots, This was typical of their 
work; it is in no way typical of de 
Palma’s. iste 

Also, they realized that you can 
get us morbid as you want on the 
sercen, if you can balance the sick 
element with humor. Again, de 
Palma seems to be trying [00 hard 
to accepl any sort of levity... 

Finally, the old greats lived by 
that - Goldwyn. rule,” “Messages 
should be delivered through 
Western Union.” Whatever they 
wanted to tell the public had to be a 
solid purt of the plot, and not stick 
out of it like a sore ‘thumb, De 
Palma fails on this count too. _ 


These errors-could have been ac-, 


ceplable in a normal time-frame. 
Bt when you ‘elect to do a 160- 


minute film, you must have a lot of

things to get across — otherwise 
why keep your audience seated 
for so long? 

Brian de Palma is the 
kind of director who always seems 
to be looking through his own 
cumera with .one eye, while 
searching through film literature for 
examples to emulate with the other. 
Like other filmmakers of his 
generation (the Mel Brooks school 
is an example), he leans on the 
masters as a way of bolstering what 
cin only be explained as insecurity. 
With Brooks, at leust, the resull is 
funny. 

Ferdinando Scarfiotti, the ari 
director who made Death in 
Venice such a visual feast, is a con- 
sultant on this film und has much to 
do with the way it looks. [n all 
probability, he was asked to reflect 
in the sels the gross, tasteless 
aspects of the Miami rich, those 
who had the money before they 
knew how to spend it, 

So Searfioli did his best to 
achieve the opposite of elegance. 
Colours ure appalling. Clashing 
pinks, mauves and gold are all 
plastered together, spread thickly 
and noisily — an eyesore, Costumes 
aire more or less designed along the 
same lines, in a caricature of style. 
But the main point about caricature 
is its conciseness, and this is a 
quality de Palma sadly lacks. 

Which leaves us with Al Pacino. 
Undoubtedly a formidable actor, he 
lucks the ability to direct himself 
when he doesn't get sufficient help 
from outside, He is also not careful 
enough in choosing his parts, and 
thus is sometimes the victim of aqci- 
dents which shouldn't happen to 
someone like him. This was the case 
with Bohhy Deerfield and it is the 
case again here . 

He works himself up to a pitch 
from the very first scene and— 
doesn’t let go until the last, 
In a perpetual stale of ex- 
treme excilement verging on 
hysteria, he plays the whole film on 
one note, but quite naturally ex- 
hausts everything it has to offer long 
hefore the film is over. 


FINALLY, let's deal with some of 
the more umbitious sispects of this 
movie, starting with the suggestion 
thal, after all, despicable as Tony 
Montana Is, he is no worse than his 
opponents, One is almost inclined 
to believe he is better, for instance, 
than his former boss, who licks the 
guls to come oul into the open and 
fight him, choosing instead to 
employ hired thugs to kill him in a 
nightclub.

LAST WEEK it was the Italians 
planning co-productions with Israel. 
This week it’s the Canadians. 
Ottawa's ambassador to Israel, 
Vernon Turner, hosted a cocktail 


party Sunday night at the Jerusalem ” 


Cinemateque in honour of the four- 
person delegation which, headed by 
Assistant Deputy Minister of Com- 
munications Alain Gourds, flew in 
for ἃ few days to meet with Israeli 
filmmakers and Industry and Trade 
Ministry officials. Broader, better- 
financed and more pragmatic than 
the co-production agreement first 
signed six years ago, the new pact 
offers Israelis marvellous opportuni- 
ties - if local filmmakers can find a 
way to take advantage of them, 

With 25 years of experience under 
their belts now, the Canadians re- 
cently changed their concept of 
promoting national cinema. The 
new pact is a diréct result of this 
rethinking, which led, 10 months 
ago, to the creation of Telefilm. 

Headed by André Lamy, ἃ mem- 
ber of the delegation now in Israel, 
Telefilm is a governmental body 
charged with supporting the private 
sector through the production and 
distribution not only of features, but 
also of television. Giving force to 
Telefilni's mandate is a budget of 
$40m., to be spent in the next five 
years along with all income gener- 
ated from successful projects. 
According to Lamy, Telefilm's 
objective between now and 1989 is 
$800m. worth of activity. 

Telefilm can supply a Canadian 
producer, provided his project and 
track record are up to par, with one 
third of his budget. How much is that 
one third worth? No limits have been 
imposed, says Lamy, who last week 
negotiated a $5.6m. contract. Since 
Telefilm was created, 60 of the 250 
projects submitted have been 
approved. The list includes features, 

series for children, dramas, mini- 
series and a rock concert. 

As Israel is one of the eight coun- 
tries with which Canada has a film 
coproduction agreement, local 
movie-makers may be able to benefit 
from the creation of Telefilm, In the 
past eight months alone, ‘Telefilm 
has agreed to some $80m. worth of 
co-productions with the French. 
One was Maria Chapdelaine, 
screened for guests of the Canadian 
Embassy and [srael Film Centre just

The only thing he scems to. be 
interested in is the theatre, [na 
205-page book about a stormy 
period in the fife of Israel, there is 
fot one word about events uncon- 
nected with the stage. And apart 
from oa few remarks about some 
plays in which he took πὸ putt, it is all 
about his own career as an actor and 
director; and even those remarks are 
about his not being in them. 


What seenis stranger still is that he 
has not one word to say about 


theatres in Israel apart from Habi- 

mah, If the book were only about his 

relations with Habinah, that would 

be understandable: but he writes at 

length ubout plays he saw in Amer- 

ies, and in Germany, with some 
compliments for several actors. Was 
there not during those seven yeiirs 
just one [sracli performance he saw 
and liked? 15 there not eve actor in 
Isracl who deserves at little praise, 
apart from the remnants of the old 
guard? For instance: was the New 
York production of Amadeus really 
so much better than the one by the 
Tel Aviv Cameri thal the latter can- 
not be mentioned at all? I have seen 
both and am not enthusiastic about 
the play; but the Tel Aviv produc- 
tion was not at all bad. 


FINKEL HAS NOT been treated 
well by his successors in Habimah 
and he rightly resents them. T am in 
almost total agreement with him 
about the choice of plays and the 
quality of production at Habimah in 
recent years — though the few succes- 
ses might have been mentioned (two 
of them are referred to en passant, 


for other reasons). But even though 
his own term as artistic director was 
characterized by another policy, it 
was not marked by many successful 
productions, either artistically or 
commercially, 


Besides, while Habimuh has de- 
clined since his time, other theatres 
have accomplished some fine work, 
and new actors have come to the fore 
who are not worse than most of those 
who worked with Finkel in his half 
century at the national theatre at 
Habimah. Some of them had their 
training abroad, and it shows in the 
seriousness and quality of their 
work; but several good ones were 
trained in [sracl. Finkel hasn't a 
good word for any uf them. He calls 
the whole new generation of actors, 
directors and playwrights “the jeans 
generation." 


I must disagree, first of all with the 
collective condemnation (there is an 
exception or two in the book), and 
secondly with the very contemp- 
tuous use of “jeans” for the present 
younger generation. There is a lot to 
be said for them. For instance, to call 


Hanoch Levin's plays “mud” and 
“mudslinging™ and clismiss them 
does not do justice to aun important 
playwright 


ALL THROUGH the book, Finkel 
demonstrates the egocentrism which 
is the birthright of the born and 
accomplished actor. But he, more 
than many others, has the right to 
find fault with the atmosphere, the 
human relations, prevailing in Israel 
and in the Israeli theatre -- though 1 
am not as certain as he is that there is 
less envy and intrigue in New York 
or London. But the laudatory aad 
charitable way he speaks of col- 
leagues and friends with whom he 
has worked for years compensates 
for the many derogatory things he 
has to say about those who have not 
worked with him. . 

One may disagree with Fink- 
el’s opinions, but he is a man with 
whom it is a pleasure to disagree, 
because it is a pleasure to argue with 
him, May he live'to a hundred and 
twenty, write many more books, and 
perhaps give us the King Lear he so 
longs to present. a

OBSERVING the rigid standards of 
kushrut, while maintaining the 
culinary quality expected of a top- 
class hotel's restaurant, has always 
been a problem for the international 
hotel chains. That is one of the 
reasons why it was with some ap- 
prehension that [ accepted an in- 
vilatian τὸ sample the offerings of 
the new chef at the Tel Aviv 
Shernton's Twelve Tribes dining 
room last week. 

Not that my: experience at the 
Sheraton had ever been anything 
but pleasant. The Twelve Tribes 
may have a reputation for being a 
hit pricy, but it is one of the few 
hotel restaurants 1 have willingly 
revisited over the years.

THE TWELVE TRIBES’ new chef 
is Jeun-Pierre Leneuf, a 50-year-old 
Frenchman who has been in the 
profession since his youth.

trends in French cooking. 

M, Leneuf's latest speciality is 
cuisine creative, the successor to 
nouvelle cuisine. It calls for an active 
chef, who prepares dishes — and 
not only main courses — on the 
Spot. 

“Everything must be fresh,” 
excluims Leneuf, who came to Tel 
Aviv after several postings at 
Sheratons in Arub countries (he was 
most recently stationed in 


Damascus). That experience 
eliminated pork from the list of 
dishes he prepares, a fact which 
serves him well in Israel, 

Kashrut prevents M. Leneuf from 
employing milk, cream and butter 
in his meat kitchen. But, he says, 
French cuisine is sufficiently adap- 
table to ullow him to make up a de- 
cent meal without using dairy sub- 
stitutes, At least here in Israel he 
does mot have to deal with the

can use as much wine as he deems 
necessary in his cooking. 


ON THE WHOLE he lived up to his 
promises, The range of dishes of- 
fered is quite remarkable, | ordered

fresh salmon marinated in lemon 
and gurnished with slices of 
avocudo, The fish was superb, with 


a deliciously tangy dressing of light 
mayonnaise with a touch of parve 
eream, 

Indulging in a splurge of gluttony, 
1 tasted the first courses of my 
fellow-guesis. | can report that the 
Nova Scotia smoked salmon 
seemed to be rather exhausted from 
the journey, und while the Vol-au- 
Vent Toulousaine (morsels of 
sweetbreads in puff pastry) was 
tasty, the sauce was αὶ bil too rich for 
my palate. The baby lamb tongues 
sautéed with olives and mushrooms 
were quite succulent, if slightly 
overdone, The fresh goose fiver 
marinated in brandy and sharir 
(Isracl's substitute for sherry) was 
quite superb, every bit as good as 


the genuine Strasbourg paté de foie 
grav couked in milk. 

We drank Cuarmel's pleasantly 
favoured Sauvignon Blanc with the 
first course and switched to its ex- 
cellent’ version of Beuujolais 
Nouveau Hilulim for the’ main 
course. 


FOR THIS 1 chose Boeuf Cordon 
Rouge - - tenderloin of beef served 
with Bordelaise sauce. | found the 
siluce too heavy, but the meat was 
just night. | must say that the por. 
tious were truly ample. That goes, 
tuo, for the dishes ordered by the 
other diners, So 1 limited myself to 
trying one other dish. 1 lasted the 
boned cack of lamb served with zuc- 
chini and tomatoes, which was done 
to atuen and truly delicious, 

As for dessert, aditre εἰ Ben- 
kumin put on quite a show with the 
full Hambeé performance, which daz- 
éled the entire table, when prepar- 
ing erépes Suzette. The touch of 
Sabra liqueur mingled well with the 
usual ingredients, affording a 
delicious ending to the meal. 1 was 
so full of good food that 1 could only 
just try ἃ smidgin of other desserts, 
The Coupe Jucques (fresh fuil salad 
with lemon and strawberry sorbet) 
wan very tasty, but the Twelve 
Tribes Meringue (filled with fruit 
skid and sorbet) proved too much 
for me. 

The only truly disappointing ele- 
ment in the meal came at the end. 
Taking up the offer of mint tea on 
the menu, | was served one of those 
awful concoctions made with 
medicinal tea bags. However, | did 
not allow that fall from grace to ruin 
atruly pleasurable evening of dining 
out.

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THE SECOND ANNUAL award of 
the Prime Minister's Prize for an 
Israeli composer goes to the 60- 
year-old Sergi Natra. Immigrating 
from Rumania in 1961, he quickly 
established a reputation aa a com- 
poser and teacher, and his many 
commissions and prizes attest to his 
distinguished place in the country's 
cultural life. This latest prize will 
enable him to give up teaching and 
devote himself exclusively to com- 
pasition for a time. 

The first award of the Prime 
Minister's Prize was made to 
Ya’acov Gilboa, who is in the news 
again this year as winner of the 
competition held as part of Tel 
Aviv's 75th anniversary celebra- 
tions. His Three Lyrical Pleces in 
Mediterranean Style was one of the 
13 scores submitted to a jury that 
comprised three representatives of 
the Yehoshua Rabinowitz Founda- 
tion for Literature and the Arts 
(Prof. Abel Ehriich, Dr. Yehudit 
Cohen and Avraham Amzaleg); 
Prof, Ami Maayani, chairman of the 
Israc! Leugue of Composers; and 
conductor Yoay Talmi, musical 
director of the Israel Chamber 
Orchestra. The work will be 
premiered by the [CO as part of a 
special unniversary concert. ἢ

Starting on Sunday, April 8, Israel 
Radiv will be dedicating six weekly 
hour-long programmes on Kol 
Hamusika to his work, These will be 
presenied in chronological order, 
beginning with the early composi- 
tions in Rumania, to demonstrate 
the changes in style and attitudes 
thal Boscovitch went through in the 
process of absorption in Israel's 
developing musical culture as well 
as his confrontation with contem- 
porary trends in the world at large. 

The series has been arranged and 
will be presented by Herzl Shmueli 
of Tel Aviv University and Jehoash 
Hirschberg of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. 

The two professors will also be 
responsible for the commemoration 
of the anniversary in print, Shmueli 
is publishing a monograph on 
Buscovitch's life and work and is 
ulso cditing'a collection of the com- 
foser's own essays, articles and 
other writings, which include his 
book on Israeli music. Hirschberg 
(whose book on Paul Ben-Haim | 
wrote about last week), is working 
on an essay for Yuval, (he periodical

of the Hebrew Universily's Jewish 
Music Research Centre, that deals 
especially with the earlier period of 
Boscovitch's creative life, before he 
came to this country. According to 
Hirschberg, ‘the change from a 
“Yiddish'’ to a Mediter- 
ranean/Isracli style was already 
observable at that time, 


SOME VERY attractive recordings 
with top artists are now becoming 
available here. Yitzhak Perlman 
plays the two Violin Concertus 
by Prokofiev — au must for one's 
library. This is a 1982 record- 
ing, with the BBC Symphony 
Orchestra under Gennedy 
Rozhdestvensky, and Perlman is at 
his best — serious, capricious, vit- 
tuoso, mellifluous, as the occasion 
requires; flexible, but always 
earnestly serving Prokofiev's genius

Jean-Pierre Rampal, Isaac Stern

(CBS 37786). 

Another top combination — 
Perlman and Pinhas Zukerman — 
appears on another record. They 
are ussisted by Samuel Sanders, 
harpsichord, and Timothy Eddy, 
cello, performing Baroque Trio- 
Sonatas of two sons of 1.8. Bach, 
and Johann Gotllieb Goldberg, the 
harpsichordist made famous 
through the legend attached to 
Bach's “Goldberg™ Variations. He 
is said to have had to play the 
magnum opus for his employer dur- 
ing the master's sleepless nighis. 
The harpsichord sonata included 
here was attributed to J.S.B. until 
some decades ago, quite a compli- 
ment to Goldberg's compositorial 
talents. The other two examples 
Present a Sonata by Carl Philipp 
Emmanuel (1714-58) the “Prussian” 
or “Hamburg" Bach, and another 
by Jehann Christian (1735-82), the 
“London” Bach—the former still 
quite Baroque though with roman- 
tic inclinatlons, while the latter 
points forward to the style of Haydn

Johann Gotlieb Goldberg, born 
in Danzig in 1727, died of consump- 
lion at the age of 29.

ONE OF THE most absorb- 
ing documentaries FE have seen 
for a dong time was Raoul 
Wallenherg: Buried Alive. Pro- 
duced by Astral Films of 
Canada, it was written and directed 
with great passion and dedication 
by David Harel, an Israeli, the son 
of one of the 100,000 Hungarian 
Jews whom Wallenberg. rescued 
from Eichmann and Auschwitz. 
The documentary poses several 
mysteries without offering solutions 
to all of them. The first is why Wal- 
lenberg, u diplomat from a very 
wealthy Swedish Protestant family, 
should have put his life and liberty 
on the line to save Jews from the 
furnace. The answer thal emerged 
from the film was that he was one of 
those rare human beings in whom 
virtue shines like a full moon on a 
clear night. A witness described him 
as the ultinute in human beings, a 
man who believed that he was his 
brother's keeper. Another, who 
shared a prison cell with him, 
described how when he himself was 
very weak, Wallenberg gave up half 
his own bread to his mate. 
Another witness defined Wal- 
lenberg as heing very naive. 
Unaware that the cold war against 
the West was becoming more im- 
portant to Stalin than the hot war 
ngainst Germuny, he produced a 
plun to the Soviets for the 
rebuilding of Budapest and the 
rehubilltation of Hungarian Jewry 
with American financial aid, It 
hardly aurprising that Stalir 
imprisoned him for suggesting 
something so bizarre, which might 


have pluced Hungary under 


American patronage. 

There is no doubt that the official 
Russian story that ho died In a 
Soviet prison in 1947 was an out- 
right Ho: the evidence that he was 
seen olive for decades afterwards is 
incontrovertible. Is he perhaps still 
ative? One witness said that ἃ 
prisoner who has been a sportsman, 
who looks after himself, tikes his 
walks and rubs his fuee with snow, 
as Wallenberg did, could live for ἃ 
very long tine. :

In his Museum of Theatre, Yehuda Gabai ‘meets all my friends —those who 
are no longer with us and those 


mayor. Gubai hus a picture of the 
queen of 1918 — Rahel Uziel- 
Barak, who wus the daughter of the 
chief rabbi. “The family was very 
happy,” says Gabai, pointing out 
heatedly that in the good old days 
there was no religious-secular 
polarization of celebration. 

In 1932 Mayor Meir Dizengoff 
wanted to enlarge and enhance the 
Purim procession. He usked Moshe 
Halevy, the director of Ohel, to plan 
the parade, and artists such as Reu- 
yen Rubin and Nahum Guttman to 
design the floats, But of course they 
needed a name for this new crea- 
lion. Dizengoff appointed a com- 
mitlee of two writers and a 
linguisV/lexivogrupher for the tusk. 
Suggestions came from the leading 
poets. : 

Among the possibilities: Hingapur 
(hinga means “merry-making’’), 
Purimata, Purina fring also means 
“joy"). Shaul Tchernichovsky sug- 
gested Estoret, a combination of 
Esther-the-heraine and her pagan 
namesake, Ashtoret. In the end they 
agreed on Adloyada, which comes 
from the words for “until he didn’t

When one keeps in mind the 
general attitude of the Poles 
towards Polish Jews, it's easier to 
understand why there was litle or 
no Polish resistance to the establish- 
ment uf the Warsaw Ghetlo. The 
focal puint lor opposition te es- 
tablishment of the Cihette’s boun- 
daries Was Polish opposition to the 
inclusion of certain residential dis- 
(iets in’ the Ghette, Gutman 
Provides abe a map of the intended 
boundaries af the Ghetto αἱ dif- 
ferent periods, 

The establishment of the Ghetto 
was a prime concern of the 
Germans. Shortly after receiving his 
post, Governor-General Hans 
Frank observed: “...under the just 
regime every man will be able to 
earn his living by his labours. But 
there is no place for agitators, 
Profiteers, or Jewish parasitism in 
the area that has been placed under 
German Sovereignty." ‘The com- 
Parison of Jews to bacterit was ac. 
ceptable to many Poles, especially 
those who observed their business 
competitors disappeur virtually 
avernight, Since the Germans were 
pursuing a policy that no Polish 
Organization apposed, within a 
short time 450,000 Jews were con- 
fined in an area the size of a small 
lown, 


ADAM CZERNEAKOV, the head 
of the Judenrat, was then moving 
Jews into the Cihetto, These ut 
lucky individuals were eventually 
denied the right to lke many of 
their peesenal belongings with 
them, unc lost their businesses oul- 
side the Cihetlo walls. By order of 
the Germans, no Aryin trustee wus 
appointed for many of these 
businesses. The local Polish- 
Catholle population was informed 
Chat the Ghetto was necessary 
because Jews transmitted diseases 
Which had τὸ be contained, This was 
the principal German justificution 
for guarantecing the Jewish popula 
Uon of Warsaw. 

Gutman has τὶ detailed discussion 
of forced labour and of the Ghetto 
“shops.” Following the German in- 
vusion of Russia, the Reich found it 
needed more manpower for its fac- 
tories. The Poles were 
Mtermenschen but considered 
physically ucceptable for work in 
Germun factories within the Reich 
Proper. Aceording to Gutman, 


_ there were approximately a million 


Poles in Germany at one period. 

Al the sume time, the SS and the 
macht had conflicting notions 
of how to deal with the Jews.

Jews were to be used in the Warsaw 
Ghetto, and other ghettos under 
Gérman control. In fact, in the 
Warsuw Ghetto, many shops existed 
as branches of the SS and the Wehr- 
mucht for manufacture of items 
needed for the war effort, Those 
employed in these “factories,” 
heenuse of their importance to the 
Germans, were nol expased to the 
clktions, for w time anyway, 

‘There were several thousund con- 
verts ( Christianity who were clas- 
sified as Jews according to Nazi 
racial Inws, Many of them had been 
Tully ussimilated into Polish society. 
Yet, “as Jews," thoy found 
theniselves confined to the Ghetto, 
and subject lo German legislation 
nnd to its implementation by Poles. 
‘The Germans did not yield to cans- 
Lunt appeals by Polish-Roman 
Catholic sources to relense these 
people, These converts were the 
only Individuals who received any 
degree of support from certain cle- 
ments of the local Catholic 
hierarchy. 


DURING the early Ghetto period, 
the authorities encouraged the Jews 
lo fecl that, If they adhered to 
German regulations, no one would 
be physically harmed. The Self- 
Ilelp Associations were allowed to 
fecd as many people as possible. 
Life continucd, The majority of 
Jews placed their hope in the 
German promise of resettlement, 


although many Jews died of starva-. 


tion and exposure to the elements. 
Comparatively few Jews disap- 
peared or were hauled off’ the 
streets by the Germans. Some tried 
Lo escupe and live on the Aryan side 
of the wall. Others were executed 
becuuse, through .smuggling food 
into the Ghetto, they violated the 
cordon sanitaire imposed. by the 
Germans. :

The miscreant 
Jewish police, who were identified 
hy their cap and club, were in- 
structed to surrender any 
perpetrator to the Blue Police. The 
Poles were then allowed to 
prosecute individuals for whatever 
crimes had been committed, Later, 
it would be these same Poles, with 
their Ukrainian, Latvian and 
Lithuanian allies, who would be 
umong the first to enter the Ghetto 
in the round-up for the first mass 
deportation to Treblinka 11. 

A small percentage of the Jewish 
populution in the Ghetto became 
increasingly aware of the impending 
disuster for the community of three 
und a half million Jews — the 
largest. European Jewish com- 
munity. The Ghetto majority, 
though, maintained their hoge of 
resettlement and, later, of rescue by 
the Allles. This notion of ap- 
proaching disaster became more 
and more a subject of discussion in 
the clandestine Ghetto press. 
Although the Germans did not 
authorize politicul parties, there was 
considerable political uctlvily in the 
Ghetto, Many inhabitants showed 
their disupproval of the Jadenrat by 
«pling for uction in word or deed. 
Others belicved the Jews should at- 
tempt tu escape, A few did make 
the attempt, In order to set up 
branches of their respective move- 
ments -throughoul Poland that 
would resist the Germans, 

The various underground parties 
maintained as many as 47 publica- 
‘tions representing different political 
persuasions. At least one publica- 
lion, the Dror He-Halutz Yedior, is- 
sued a warning to the Ghetto pop- 
ulation, und called for action,- In 
June 9, 1942, it stated that the 
“Warsaw Ghetto lives in the 


shudow of constant danger. Indeed, . 


it must live like a besieged fortress... 
The spirit of our daily actions must 
be that of Massada." ὁ. ᾿ 

Other statements made shortly 
before the first mass deportation il- 
lustrdted youth. movement attitudes

German cuntrel, the Germins 
began dispersing the Ghetla pop- 
ulation in 1942. They chuse July 22 
(he ninth of Av, urat is, the day of 
fasting when Jews remember the 
destruction of the First and Secand 
Temples) to begin the initial mass 
deportation, Approximately 250,000 
Jews were deported over auperiod of 
seven weeks, 

it was with dismay that the Jews 
observed Germans, Poles, Lithua- 
nians and Latvians enter the Ghet- 
to, Rumours hid been rife of depor- 
lation. There had bees promises of 
immunily but the Germans chase to 
ignore them, and began lo remove 
Jews for “resettlement.” Only some 
of the workers needed for the 
German-owned “shops” were 
granted a temporary respite. More 
than, half the total Ghetto popula- 
tiun was included in the first mass 
deportation, {n fact, the final solu- 
tion envisaged for the Ghetto would 
have preserved only 10% of its pop- 
ulation, who would have laboured 
for the state, 

Gutman includes in his study an 
account of Janusz Korcizak, also 
known as Dr. Henryk Goldszmidt, 
who mianuged an orphanage in the 
Ghetto. The Germans, especially 
anxious to dispose of young 
children und older persons (those 
groups who were of no further use 
to the Reich us labourers), closed 
the orphunage, and sent off the 
children to Treblinka (1, There were 
runwurs that Treblinka was a death 
camp. Koretzuk, who wanted to 
shield his charges, escorted them on 
their one-way train trip. 

As news reached the Ghette of 
Treblinka and the elimination of 
various ghettos previously es- 
tablished by the Germans, a core of 
resistunce began to form, It was sm- 
all and not well organized. Only 
when the Germans suspended the 
first deportation did the majority of 
the remaining Jews realize that their 
hopes of Russian purachutists, 
Polish military intervention, and 
‘Amcrican-British bombing, were il- 
lusory. Another deportation fol- 
lowed, and altitudes among the sur- 
vivors rupidly changed, The Jews 
begun to think for themselves rather 
than allow the Germans to think for 
then. ᾿ 

Young Jewish ροορὶς established 
fighting units. Gutman devotes 
several chapters to detailed analyses 
of these and similar groups, and to 
their views, They responded to the 
Germans with a resolution. un- 
known since the final Jewish 
resistance to the Roamans. 


WHEN THE Germans reentered 
the Ghetto in April, 1943, they were 
fuced- with u situation for which 
Jurgen Stoof, their commander, was 
ill-prepared. The elimination of the 
Ghetto was to have taken three 
days. It took many months, thanks 
to the young people of the various 
Jewish fighting units. They were 
pitifully small, and lacked weapons, 
hut they gave the Germans a good 
account of themselves. 


The Polish government in exile, 


which refused'to provide any tangi- 
_ble assistance to the Jews, admitted 
that it was shocked at the resistance 
of the Ghetto fighters. Doctor 
Guan provides a quotation which il- 
lustrales dismay, surprise and the 
endemic Polish anti-Semitism; ‘The 
last lime the Jews fought was |800 


years ugo,.Who knows whether the- 


Jews will not emerge from the fire

dhem. During the 4édivas, the Polish 
leadership did not even refer to the 
Chelly deportations, und Lo the up- 
rising, until they were virtually con- 
chided. The Free Polish radio sta- 
tion, Suit, in London, received in- 
formation about the Ghetto and its 
siluautiun, yet it transmitted few ar 
no bulletins about the situation of 
the Jews in the Ghetto. However, 
the Poles did insinuate thit the Jews 
hadn't fought at all. Rather, Russian 
Cummunists had been parachuted 
inte Che ares, and/or it was the Poles 
themselves who had penetrated the 
Ghetto, They, and not the Jews, did 
the real fighting, and led the revolt 
against the Germans, 


GUTMAN is an excellent source 
for anyone interested in the daily 
life of the inhabitants of the Warsaw 
Cihetta, in the uprising and in 
Jewish-Polish relations during this 
period, His bibliography lists Ghet- 
to press sources, Polish newspapers 
und bouks, and German sources. 
He combined the many facets of 
duily life in the Ghetto in one 
detailed, but highly readable study. 
He includes discussions of the 
economic calculations of the 
Germans in connection with the 
Ghetlo, of Polish duplicity in allow- 
ing so muny Jews to be slaughtered, 
and of the lack of material as- 
sistance provided by the Poles in 
resisting the common enemy. 
This work does more thun portray 
“the life of the Jews of Warsaw prior 
lo, tind during the period of, the 
Warsaw Ghetto. it is an indictment 
of the Polish people for their 
behaviour towards the Jews con- 
fined lo the Ghetto, The indictment 
is persuasion because Yisrael 
Gutman himself was confined to the 
Ghetto asnd took part in the upris- 
ing. He writes with first-hand |

this. The pictures bring the situation 
to life and tell a good deal of the 
story as well. 


EVER SINCE Agnon’s death in 
1970, his daughter Emuna has been 
bringing out his unpublished works 
and correspondence. The latest is a 
thymed children's ABC written in 
1918: Sefer Haotlyot (The Book of 
Letters, Tel Aviv, Schocken, il- 
Justrated by Yoni Ben-Shalom, 47 
pp.). The scholars, who invariably 
dig deep into any new Agnon for 
hidden meanings, allusions and con- 
notations (as Agnon himself once 
observed about one of them: “He 
understands me too well,”), will no 
doubt have a field day with the new 
book. Today's children, on the 
other hand, whose language is, 1 
suspect, poorer than that of 
children early in the century, will 
find Η tough going. 

Nearly all the poems have biblical 
heroes; Moses, Solomon, Balaam, 
Noah and, most popular of all, 
Joseph, The general tone is light 
and humorous. The letter ginmel, 
for instance, is the gama! (camel) 
ambling slowly Ark-wards, stopping 
to give an even slower locust, gras- 
shopper and fledgling (who all 
have a gimme! in them too) a ride on 
his hump. In another poem, the wolf 
and the lamb, rather than dwell 
together at the millennium, will go 
Ὁ the same heder and study the 
Tora under one rabbi, while the rest 
of [saiah's beasts will attend 
kindergarten.

ONE OF the nicer things in life is 
the recurring discovery (that the 
classics are often a good read ats 
well; to wit, the stories of Greek 
mythology, which it’s never Loo car- 
ly to start reading. Soos Hapelch 
Hame’ofef is retold by Nira Harel. 
(The Wonderful Flying Horse, 
Givatayim, Massada, illustrated by 
Lydia Rivlin, 94 pp., unvowelled). 
This version, suitable for 10 and up, 
is a bit dry in the telling, but has the 
merit of occasional brief explana- 
tions of whut the protagonists stand 
for, e.g., Persephone and her so- 
journ in the underworld, or Psyche's 
tribulations, Equally helpful is the 
alphabetical list of characters al the 
end by way of index. Too bad the 
houk should be marred by the 
ugliest of pictures, when the sub- 
jects are handsome gods and fair 
women, One look at the Galatea 
depicted here and far from falling 
in love with her, Pygmalion would 
have hanged himself. 


THE OPPOSITE is true for the 
heroes of a two-volume Sippurel 
Hatanach Liladim by Avraham 
Minkowitz and Baruch Avivi 
(Biblical Stories for Children, Tel 
Aviv, Yavneh, 95 + 93 pp.), Made 
in America, they all look like 
gorgeous, dark-haired Robert Red- 
fords und luscious shiksas, whereas 
the Israelites in the Sinai crowd 
scenes resemble Hollywood cxtras 
dressed up as Arabs, The only blond 
characters around are the angels 
prettily tripping up and down 
Jacob's ladder, 

The text, spanning Genesis to 
Moses’ death, is an abbreviated ver- 
sion of the Scriptures, with the 
emphasis on the exciting narrative 
passages, The addition of brief 
legendary items from the Aggada is 
a fine idea, well executed. As said, 
it's a good read, but, with those big 
kitschy pletures, an education in art 
il isn't. i

HELEN INNESS* latest, Cloak of 
Darkness (Faweett, $3.95) is no 
more sind ne less than the lady's 
fans and detractors have come to 
expectial her over the years. Fin not 
simone the former. The baok is 
packed lo the brim with cliches, ir- 

slevaneies, unlikelihuads,  dis- 
and downright nonsense,

Serious business indeed. 

The plot is as uninventive and un- 
interesting. Boh Renwick, a 
counter-terrorist. executive, is 
marked for the kill as he stalks un 
international arms campany which 
arms und trains terrorists. My sym- 
pathies were all with Renwick's 
prey. 


WE'D EXPECT The SAS by Philip 
Warner (Sphere, £1.95) to be a 
nither exciting piece of work — cer- 
tainly, the Special Air Service und 
its sister Special Bout Service (SBS) 
are Brittin’s most riveting military 
units. 

But Warner fills his book with 


amateur psychology and World War, 


I exploits, which have been written 
up elsewhere, He gives us precious 
Hite new about the post-W WIT 
SAS, which is what most readers 
will be after. 

And Warner just hus too many 
passages like ‘However, even

SHORTLY BEFORE his death in 
1982, Michael Argov was intensely 
involved in the design and produc- 
tion of geometric multiples and en- 
vironmental paintings, reliefs and 
seulptures. This  caleulated in- 
dustrialization of the Israeli artist's 
work developed slowly but) con- 
sistently, from his distinctive con- 
trolled painterly abstraction, 

[tis often difficult to assess an en- 
lire career from the one-man shows 
we see during an artist's lifetime. So 
most of us are satisfied with the ac- 
claimed highlights, leaving large 
gaps untapped ἀπά unappreciated, 

Twelve figurative portraits, 
painted by Argov in Paris between 
1949 and 1959, display his artistic 
prowess, ἃ compusitional link to his 
late geometric works, and his love 
of the French schools, especially 
the colour connections. The pic- 
tures of clothed models, a nude cou- 
ple and seated children form an ex- 
ception vest packet retruspective, 
neatly pachitged as a “subject-time™ 
theme; the gathering of a limited 
number of “forgotten” canvases 
painted during a contracted period 
of time allows the spectator to fill in 
hits from unuther side of a familiar 
cain. 

These canvases ure replete with 
delicately balanced colour schemes 
that emphasize layers of transpurent 
glazes and carefully applied hues 
paralleled by ordered, harmonious- 
ly conceived, compositions. 

Argov's use of roum props and 
furniture is masterful. On one hand, 
he constructs grids to frame sub- 
jects, on the other stabilizing the 
dynamies of clushing elements. This 
architectural mask supports lyrical 
contour lines that illustrate the 
fucial portraits and the figurative 
poses, 

One cin complain about Argov’s 
(ill towards illustrative, near- 
romantic story-telling. But his total 
conception of the figure in a shallow 
space edged by matter, not al- 
mosphere, is compelling, an expres- 
sion of the coordinated ideas of Cé- 
zanne, Bonnard and Modigliani. 
That is certainly reputable company 
fo keep. (Saran Levi Gallery, 10 
Pineles, Tel Aviv. Till April 22.) 


SPECIAL. azure .blues of a liquid 
nature edging sepiu tones speckled 
with bits of warm orange-rust wrap 
Joseph Zaritsky's watercolours of

THE COLD WAR is on again, und 
the viclor may be the udvertising 
agencies. Our two local refrigerator 
manufacturers, Ameor and Tadiran, 
and some of the importers are battl- 
ing for the pre-summer market. 

Τ am tempted to dub their efforts 
“stur wars,’ because Tadiran has 
just launched ἃ new line called 
“Galaxy” and because refrigerators, 
like hotels, are graded by the star 
system. A four-stur fridge hos a 
freezer compartment with a minus- 
18°C tempernture and a quick- 
freezing capacity. A three-star is the 
same without the quick-freeze. 

Perhaps the best news is that im- 
ports, which were going strong a 
year ago, muy be left out in the cold 
this season, Thanks to the sharp 
devaluation of the shekel vis-a-vis 
the dolar last fall, local fridges are 
today nearly 40 per cent cheaper 
than comparable foreign models, 
and actually cost less in dollar terms 
than they did a year ago. A popular- 
sized no-frost refrigerator averages 
$1,700 imported and $1,100 locally- 
made, or about [$250,000, as against 
18160,000. Import sales were es- 
timated at nearly ao third of the 
market here before the big October 
devaluation. Now uw consumer 
would be hard-pressed to find ἃ 
reason fur spending so much more 
for an imported brand. 

Hot off the presses is a Consumer 
Protection Authority (Histadrut) 
booklet on how to choose a 
refrigerator. It isin Hebrew, but un 
English translation is on the way, 
The guide gives general information 
about cooling functions and energy 
consumption, and tells you what to 
look for. On a separute sheet is a 
current market survey of popular- 
sized models of the major brands, 
local und imported, with prices for 
the month of March. The new 
Tadiran “Gulaxy" is not included, 
however, 

Unfortunately, the survey is not 
based on comparative laboratory 
tests, such us one gets abroad in the 
British JWhich or American Cun- 
sumer Report. Only very rarely con 
any Israeli consumer body afford to 
cominission lab (ests, and there is 
no up-to-date one on fridges. 


ONE OF THE first things to decide 
when buying ao refrigerator is 
whether to get a stundard 
“automatic” or a “frost-free.” In a 
standard nutomatle, the cooling sec- 
lion defrosts itself, but the freezer 
compartment must be defrosted 
munually, once every few months. 
In a frost-free model, the’ froezer 
never needs defrosting. Another dif- 
ference Is that It has “dry" air cir- 
culating throughout both sections. 
This means that dishes and bottles 
don't ‘get covered with moisture, and 
hence they are pleasanter to handle. 
Refrigeration experts quoted jn the 
Authority's guide say that the dry 
air 18 not as good for kecping fresh 
frults and vegetables as the moister 
air of-u regular fridge, but most peo- 
ple | know who have frost-free 
models have not found this a 
problem. Virtually all imported 
fridges here are the frost-free type, 
and Amcor says 50 per cent of its 
Current sales are no-frost. Tadiran 


claims that the vast majority of the "᾿ 
public prefers frost-free, and ils new . 


Galaxy line offers only this type.

frost build-up is slower than in 
humid areas. Amcor counters that 
even in the dry regions, you still 
lave to defrost αὶ standard freezer, 
albcit less frequently, 


PEOPLE WHO ARE determined to 
bay an imported fridge have 
something clse to keep in mind 
nbout clectricity consumption. 
Those imports which were designed 
originally for the American market 
contain a hidden transformer to 
step up the current from 110 volts to 
the 220 volts we use here. But while 
this corrects the voltnge, it cannot 
correct the hertz (cycles), which is 
60 for the Americans and not the 50 
we use. This imbalance means that 
appliance works 17 per cent harder 
to achieve the same cooling effect, 
and hence tukes 17 per cent extra 
electricity. 

According tu {πὸ authority's Hist, 
refrigerators hy Whirlpool, General 
Electric and Hotpoint contain such 
transformers, Those οἵ 
Westinghouse, Amana and Wesl- 
paint, on the other hand, wore mude 
especially for our type of electricity. 
These six are the principal imports 
here, and all come from the U.S., 
except Westpoint, which is made In 
Singapore and cheaper than the 
others, but still more than Isracli 


. brands, . 


Some imported fridges boast an 
“energy saver" button, by which 
you can switch off the heating ele- 
ment which dries moisture from the 
edges of the appliance. The 
authority says such a drying system 
is essential in our climate and 
should not be switched off. Even if 
it is, there is no significant saving of 


“energy. ᾿ ᾿ 


ΤῊ next thing to decide when 
buying a fridge is its size, Sizes are 
quoted either. in cubic feet or, more 
accurately, in filtres. A cuble foot 
equals 28.3 litres. The most popular 
sizes here are 15. cu.ft. (425 1.) and 
16 cu.ft. (about 450 1.) Because of a 
quirk in Israeli tax laws, anything 


over 453, is considered a “luxury”: ; 
fridge and ‘the purchase tax Jumps - 
astronomically αἱ that point. For — 
this reason, the. Israeli, manufac- . 


turers keep all their regular produc- 
tion under that limit. 
Locally, only Amcor offers a big- 


ger model, on special urder. This is -

ly for new immigrants who are ex- 
empt from both purchase tax and 
VAT. It is also the only local fridge 
which offers the option of an 
automatic ice-cube maker, which is 
available on some of the imported 
products. 

* The relative size of the freezer 
compartment to cooling section Is 
another matter of choice. The grow- 
ing trend here, [ am told, is to prefer 
u large freezer section, even at the 
expense of less space down below. 
Tadiran has traditionally devoted 
ubout one-third of its total space to 
the freezer section, while Amcor of- 
fers u choice of one-third or one- 
fourth freezer room. If you have, or 
intend to buy a separate deep- 
freezer unit, you won't need so 
much freezer space in* the 
refrigerator. Sometimes {t pays to 
invest in ἃ separate freezer rather 


than replace an old fridge just to ©

In my opinion, 
this gives the imports a marketing 
advantage, and 1 think the local 
firms would be wise to alter their 
traditional selling methods. 
Customers who want a Tadiran 
before Pesaah, for instance, wiil 
have to take one of the existing 
models, which are cheaper than the 
new Galaxy, but lack its improved 
features and better guarantee, 

The new Galaxy does give the ap- 
pearance of having just landed from 
outer space, as two of its colour 
choices are a metallic-finish silver 
or brown. Tadiran says these ure the 
latest fashion in the U,S., where 
they have fancy names such as 
“platinum and toast” or “silver and 
sand." The Galaxy is also available 
in four conventional colours, and 
the door-front can have a feather- 
like or smooth finish. The model 
sizes are 4531. and 425 |, both frost- 
free, and prices were quoted to me 
only in their dollar equivalents, 
$1,175 and $1,050, 

Five years of planning and $4m. 
went into the development of the 
new Tadiran line, a recent press 
conference was told by Haim 
Heitner, head of ils consumer goods 


dcpurtment. This is in addition to‘ 


the $17m, Invested in the new fac- 
tory in Afula, which makes both 
refrigerators and air conditioners. 

Heitner said the development of a 
superior refrigerator was necessary 
if local firms hope to continue com- 
peting after 1989, when there will no 
longer be any tariff barriers against 
Common Market goods, and in face 
of expected free-trade agreement 
with the .U.S, Moreover, our 
products must be exportable to 
justify continued production. 

Galaxy models were tested in 
homes of more than 100 Tadiran 
employees for a full year before the 
_mass assembly line began to roll, 
Heitner says that the Israel Stan- 
-dards Institute approval is coming 
shortly and Is “just a formality” as 
the product has undergone more 
strenuous tests in Tadiran’s own 
lubs. This included immersing the 
body in salt water for 500 hours, 
which simulates 12 years of normal 
use 88 regards corrosion. 


THE MAIN CHANGE In the 
Galaxy is that the sides and door are 
made from steel, whereas carlicr 
Tadiran models have a formica 
body. The steel, conted with. high- 
quality paint, is said to provide bet- 
ter Insulation. Moreover, Tadiran 
says tts polyurethane insulation 
layer is thicker than in any other 
refrigerator, local or imported. 

᾿ To emphasize its Improved in- 


sulation, Tadiran gives a 10-year” 


guararitee of “dryness on the ex- 
terlor walls, according to the official 
.U.S. standard." Heitner explained 
that this standard allows for ‘‘a bit 
of fog” to form on the outside, but 
not actual drops of water. ‘The 
problem οἵ “sweating,” he said, is 
particularly acute in hot, humid 
climates, the result of the interac- 
tion of the kitchen air and the very 
cold freezer, and demands. very 
good insulation,

Its 
plant manager, Yosef Shnabel, says 
it is cheaper to set up an assembly 
line for formica bodies and suggests 
that this is one reason Tadiran 
preferred formica in the past; in ad- 
dition, Tadiran had a know-how ar- 
rangement with Ignis of Italy, which 
also used formica. As for Tadiran’s 
10-year warranty on the compres- 
sor, Shnabel claims that Amcor 
never felt a need to guarantee this 
factor “because we have never had 
a problem of sweating with our 
fridges, whereas Tadiran did.” 

Nevertheless, Amcor is recon- 
sidering the warranty period on its 
compressors, which come from the 
same sources. 


AMCOR'S Innovation this season 
has been the option of a built-in 
Sodastream device for instant soda- 
water, available on certain models. 
Shnabel reports considerable in- 
terest in the Sodastream attachment 
(which was described in this'column 
on February 24), but could not give 
any figures. 

Tadiran dves not seem perturbed 
by Amcor's Sodastream option. 
Says Heitner, “People are in- 
terested in the refrigerator itself, 
not in gimmicks such as soda-water 
or ice-cubes,."" Tadiran continues to 
offer the option of a cold-water 
“kiosk” on the doorfront, but says 
less than 20 per cent of customers 
opt for it, 

For Israelis who like soda water, 
one of the advantages of any local 
fridge over an imported one is that 
there is aspecial space In the door- 
liner for a Sypholux soda-maker. 
Locul fridges also offer a Sabbath- 
switch which shuts off the internal 
light, so that it does not go on when 
the door Is opened, 

In interior design, there is one dif- 
ference between Tadiran and Am- 
vor. Tadiran's moveable shelves are 
half-shelf width, which allows for 
greater flexibility of interior ar- 
rangement. 

Tadiran has long stressed its 
refrigerator service department as a 
major selling point, and strives to 
give. the impression that, like 
Avis in car rental, it “tries harder" 
because it is not No,. 1 in sales. Its an- 
nual servicing policies, for instance, 
are Slightly more inclusive than Am- 
cor's. Amcor exempts four items — 
metal, paint, rubber and the plastic 
door-liner — from automatic free 
replacement or repair under the ser- 
vice policy; Tadiran includes free 
replacement of rubber door- 
insulation strips. 

As amatter of course, Tadiran in- 
cludes delivery charges when 
quoling the price of alridge. Amcor 
does not, and offers the customer 
the option of arranging his own 
delivery on cueaper terms. When 
comparing prices of refrigerators, 
keep in mind that Ampa takes about 
186,000 for delivery, fully-insured, 
of an Amcor. | ἣ 

If 1 have. one criticism of 
Tadiran's promotion campaign for | 
its new Galaxy line, It is the use of 
the misteading term “super no- 
frost’ to describe the dry-air 
system. Even Tadiran itself admits 
there is nothing basically different 
about: jts “super no-frost’ from ἢ 
anyone else’s plain ‘‘no-frost" or 
“frost-free.” It merely chose this - 
superlative to-emphasize that its no: . . 
frost system works very well, thanks 
‘to what it says is an improved con-° 
trol panel.
